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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, all the claimed elements must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 
Claimed elements that are not shown in the drawing are as followed (only some of the elements 
are listed as an example): 

• A bridge contact provided on the plug 

• An electrical circuit completed when the bridge contact of the plug is connected to the 
two contacts of the sensor means in the jack. 

• The jack having a split, which can have two parts. 

• A detector circuit. 

• A continuity checking means 

• A patch lead. 

• A flow chart that shows each steps recited in the method claims 12-27. 

• An alarm signal to an operator. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: "10" in Figure 3a 
and "11" in Figure 5. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin 
as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

While claims 1-27 recite many distinct components of a structured cabling system, the 
drawings do not show most of the elements (as listed above paragraph 1) and the present 
specification does not explain in detail all these elements, their structures, or the relationship 
between each element. Therefore, the claimed invention cannot be understood clearly and fiiUy 
without Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g) and cannot make a proper 
search for the claimed invention. 

The examiner was not able to search for the following structures because the drawings 
did not show and the specification did not describe them. 

• Claim 1 recites, a contact provided on the plug that bridges at least two contacts 
provided in each jack. It is not clear how the contact of the plug bridges at least two 
contacts of the jack. Also, it is not clear which two contacts of the jack are bridged, two 
adjacent contacts, two opposite contacts, or any two contacts in the jack. 

• The jack having a split can having two parts, which are electrically isolated from 
each other. What is the split of the jack? Is the split a component of the jack? Where is 
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the split located, inside or outside of the jack? What are two parts of the split? How the 
two parts of the split complete a detector circuit? 

• Claim 4, line 2 recites, "a split can having two parts" and line 6 recites, "said two parts 
of the can." Is the can recited in claim 4 referring to a verb or a container? If the can in 
claim 4 is referring to a container, is the can the shielding 5 and 6 shown and described in 
the present application? Claim 4, lines 3-4 recite, "the contact provided on the plug 
contacting said two parts." It is not clear which contact of the plug contacts the two 
parts. 

• Claim 7 recites, "Continuity checking means associated with each jack." It is not 
clear what is the continuity checking means. Is it a circuit or a structure within the jack? 

• Claim 9 recites, "opposing ends of a patch lead should be connected." Since the 
drawings do not identify and the specification does not explain the patch lead, it is not 
clear what is the patch lead. 

• Claim 22 recites, "an alarm signal to an operator." Where is the alarm signal and how 
does it alert an operator? 

5. The disclosure (drawings, specification and claims) of the instant invention has not been 
checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible errors. Applicant's 
cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
disclosure. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on April 26, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In the previous office action filed on January 26, 2007, the examiner did not reject 
claims 3, 4, 22 and 26 not because the prior arts did not teach the limitations recited in these 
claims, but because the examiner was unable to understand the limitations recited in these claims 
and to conduct a proper search due to the lack of drawings and description in the specification. 
The amendment filed on April 26, 2007 still does not show many elements in the drawings 
which were recited in claims and the specification does not describing them. Therefore, the 
examiner is still unable to fiiUy understand the claimed invention and to conduct a proper search.
